Greely presented a protest from the Y uba 
Board of Supervisors against the passage c-f the 
bill appropriating $250,000 for the London ex 
hibit. 
ASSEMBLY ME SAGES. 
The Assembly messages were taken tip, and 
A. tí s. 20:». 105 and ill w erereferred to the Com­ 
m ittee on M ilitary Affairs. 


DOING DOUBLE W ORK. 
W hen these bills cam e in the Chair discovered 
th at the Assembly was passing Assembly bills 
w hich were identical w ith Senate bills w hich 
h ad been passed for some tim e 
The sam e bills 
had been introduced in both houses and the 
Assembly seem s to have paid no att-ntiou to the 
Senate bills reaehingthem , farther th an to refer 
them to com m ittees. Tliev had then proceeded 
and passed Assembly bills w hich covered the 
sam e subject, instead o f aetiDg on the Senate 
bills and allow ing them to take the place of th e 
Assembly bills on th eir files. This m akes double 
work, and if continued w ill result In th e failure 
to becom e laws of bills th at have really passed 
both houses. The Chair suggested th at Sena­ 
tors watch the aciion on Assembly bills and 
w hen any such bills come in w hich w e.e cov­ 
ered by Senate bills on the Senate files, that 
they be substituted.

BILLS PASSED. 
The following bills w eie read a third tim e 
and p assed : 
f*. tí. 5b, m aking an appropriation of 83,000 for 
the deficiency in the appropriation for pay of 
s enographcr to Railroad Commission for the 
thirty-ninth and fortieth fiscal vears. 
s. tí 171, to am end Section 10 of th e Code of 
Civil Procedure, relating to legal holidays. 
S. B. 172, to am end Section 7 of the Civil Code 
relating to holidays. 
S. B. 173, to am end Section 10 of the Political 
Code, re.ating to legal hclidavs. 
S. B. loó, relating to trial of actions for d i­ 
vorce. 
Bowers dem anded an explanation of the ob­ 
jects of this bill, w hich was given by Jones. 
He said the object was to refotm the divorce 
laws aud prevent collusion betw een tr.e parties 
and the rushing through of divorce cases. The 
bill m akes ihe District Attorney a partv to ali 
divorce cases. 
Mr. Bowers in th e ch air ] 
S. B. 174, to am end Section 307 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, relating to ch ngc of place of 
trial, was read a third tim e, but h ad to be re­ 
turned to the printer for correction, as the bill 
had not been printed according to copy. 
S. B. 209, to establish a Police Court iu and for 
the city ol Marysville, was load a th ird tim e, 
corrected, aud ordered reprinted. 
Preston desired to correct the journal of the 
joint convention o f yesterday so us to include 
Governor W aterm an as one of the pre idiug 
officers. 
The Chair ruled that as the m inutes of the 
joint convention w. re approved by th a t body 
they could nut Ire am ended by th e Senate. 
Preston thought the G overnor ought to be 
recognized in some way in connection w ith lire 
m em orial proceedings, and, on his m otion, Wil­ 
son was appointed a com m ittee oí one to draft 
a resolution to cover th e case. 
Recess. 
A ftern oou S ession , 
The Senate re-assem bled at 2 r. M., President 
pro tern. W hite in the chair. 
Heacock introduced a concurrent resolution, 
w hich w as adop.ed, providing th at upon a m es­ 
sage being received I rom either house from the 
other, reporting any bill as being passed, it w ill 
be the duty of Hie Clerk to exam ine th e rec­ 
ords aud ascertain w hether a duplicate of such 
b ill is upou the files of th at house, if so, th e 
bill shall be substituted for th e one on the file. 
This resolution will prevent tne trouble pointed 
out at the m orning session, of one itouse passing 
a bill of th eir ow n w heu a sim ilar bill had 
atready passed the oilier house. 
McComa.- introduced a resolution nroviding 
for the t rintiug of a weekly history o f bills and 
appointing Mr». J. B. David I > prepare it. 
Motlitt offered a su s litote providing that 
such a i.i-i.iry should bo prepared un d er the 
direction o the Secretary by Daniel J. Kearney. 
Both w> re referred to the Com m ittee on At­ 
taches, Contingent Lxptxisus and Mileage. 


T H E STOCKTON CH ARTER. 
A. J. K. 4. relative to the charter for the city 
of Stockton, was taken up and a new resolution 
offered by Mr. Langford. 
Adopted. 


T H E M INING BUREAU. 
S. B. 34, to m ake an appropriation for the sup­ 
port and m aintenance of the State M ining 
Burean for the forty-ffrst aud forty-second fiscal 
ye ais, cam e up for second reading. 
There was pendinz an am endm ent offered by- 
C randall reducing the appropriation from *150.- 
OOfi to 560,000. 
Gouclier m ade an earnest speech in opposition 
to iiie am endm ent. He point d out at length the 
necessity o f and advantages to r.e derived trom 
geological surveys aud appealed to the Senate 
not to adopt the am endm ent 
Crandall spoke in favor of his am endm ent and 
disclaim ed any desire to attack auv industry. 
T he Mining Bureau had started out eight years 
ago dem anding nothing and had asked inore 
and more until this year they ask for 8150,000. 
Greely m ade a strong speech against the 
am endm ent 
He represented a constituency 
th at had suffered m ore from hydraulic m tniug 
th an any other part of ihe Síati-, bu! they were 
a broad-m inded people and were williug to help 
support any legitim ate industry. He was sur­ 
prised that these' geological surveys had not 
been m ade before. The senator from Santa 
Clara had objected to the bill because the Bu­ 
reau com m enced at nothing. “ 55 by. sir,” said 
the speaker, 
•• the gentlem an him self com- 
ihenced at nothing, and how far lie has p-o- 
gressed towards som ethin» I am not prepared, 
as a Senator, to say.” 
A fterG reely h ad sp o k en |at great length. Cran­ 
dall w anted to know if any of the appropria­ 
tion w as to be devoted to bonng for gas. 
G 1 eely rep ied that it was not. They had 
plenty of gas already. 
Goucher again spoke against the am endm ent. 
He was not alarm ed t h u there were dem ands 
for increased appropriation. This was only tho 
result of the progress ot the State. 
Dies ton opposed the am endm ent euergeticallv. 
He pointed out how the representative ftoin 
Santa Ciara always opposed any appropriation 
for any other section of the State, but was not 
at ail m odest w hen it cam e to asking for monc-v 
for the institutions in th at county, including 
the portion o; th e State University bn Mt. H am ­ 
ilton. the Heme for Keeble-Miutled Children, 
the Normal School and the Hospital for the 
Chronic Insane at Agnew. 
Conklin cam e to tne defense of Santa Clara 
conn v and entered his solem n protest against 
w hat he term ed an effort to create local preju- 
d iie. God and nature had conspired to place 
those Institutions in Santa Clara county. 
Goucher m ade another speech against the 
am endm ent, during whicn he said th at he un­ 
derstood th at the institutions refereed to did nut 
belong to Santa Clara countv, but to him and 
the ether citizens of the -ta'.e. 
W hite interrupted the speaker to say that he 
thought lie m ade a m istake about the ow ner­ 
ship of the Lick Observatory. 
He understood 
that the institution was owned by Professor H ol­ 
den. The rem ark was a decided hit and pro­ 
duced m uch m errim ent 
Bricelaiul, who represents three m ining coun­ 
ties, m ade an earnest speech against the am end­ 
m ent 
He pointed out work already done bv 
the Bureau, and th e necessity for a liberal ap ­ 
propriation for carrying on its' work. 
( am inetli had been opposed to a large appro­ 
priation two vcats ugo, and had worked to cut 
it down, but since tnen he had given the sub 
jeet m uch m ore study, a ’ d was now convinced 
thBt the appropriati n esked for iu th e bill 
shou'd be m ade. 
H inshaw favored th e adoption of the am eud 
m cnt. The county he represented would not 
receive a cent from any of the appropriations 
m ade for charitab e 
institutions or m ining 
bureaus. 
He said th at it was all very well to 
talk about the young m en, to talk about liberal 
expenditures lor rapid developm ent of the 
State's resources, but he noticed th a t it was the 
older m en who paid th e taxes. He protested 
against these unreasonable and unnecessary a p ­ 
propriations. He was in favor of gradual de­ 
velopm ent. and not of attem pting to do it all at 
once. He w anted to conduct the affairs of th e 
State just as a sensible, reasonable m an m u d 
conduct his own business. He had alw ays taken 
this position, and his constituency had sent bita 
back to the Legislature so often th at he con 
eluded his course w as approved. The mining 
industry m ight be a great Industry, but the Bute 
could go on just the same w ithout it. The 
chicken business of the State was of equal Im ­ 
portance and prodnced aa much money. 
Kw.il opposed the amendment, t'.'fthovi tavm* 


was still the most im portant indostrv in the 
State 
Heacock s-ld he- conceded to every Senator 
w hat he claim ed for him seil—a desire to serve 
the people faithfully. He painted a glorious 
word picture ot the State of California 
There 
were appropriations th at m ight be m ade aud 
t others th at m ust be m ade. The appropriation 
j for a reform institution and for the different 
charities m ust be m ade, but he thought the 
am endm ent ought to be adopted an d this ap­ 
propriation cut down. 
The am endm ent was lost by a vote of 14 ayes 
to 26 noes. 
Heacock m oved to am end bv m aking the ap- 
priation 8100,000, instead of 5150,000. 
W hite said (hat he voted against the first 
am endm ent, but he was in favor of this one. 
The appropriations of this year w ould be large 
beyond precedent. He thought that a great deal 
of good could be done w ith th e *1 o.Wjii. 
Jones moved to am end the am eudm ent by­ 
m aking it $125,000. 
Bowers took the sam e view as W hite. 
He 
thought the expenditure oí «100,000 for this 
purpose would pay the people of the State ten ­ 
fold. 
Heacock raised th e point of order that the 
question should be first put ou the sm aller 
am ount 
W hite's am endm ent won bv a vote of 32 aves 
to IS noes. 
The bill yvas ordered engrossed aud to a th ird 
reading.

Meany had no objection to this and W hite 
w ithdrew his objection. 
The leave yvas there­ 
fore granted. 
At th e request of Mead the Com m ittee on 
Hospitals was granted leave of absence from 
Saturday night uu til Monday m orning.

In fact th e investiga­ 
tion, so far as last night’s proceedings are con­ 
cerned. was a perfect farce. The witness was 
asked all sorts of irreleran t ouestious by Mr. 
Tulloeh, at the suggestion ol Robinson, and 
were ►nswercd w ith volubility. 
Finally he 
sa d : “ Now, Mr. Tulloeh, if you w on't be quite 
so technical, probablv I can answ sr m ore in ­ 
telligently."

The Senate and Assembly Judiciary Com m it' 
tees reconvened in joint session iu the Senate 
cham ber last night at 8 o’clo ck , for further con­ 
sideration of the bill to re-assess back taxes un­ 
paid since 1879. 
Senator Jones and Assem blym an See well pre­ 
siding. 
Mr. Cross being called upou by the Chairm an , 
resume-» his argum ent. 
He read authorities 
trom the decisions of th e Suprem e Court of Cati 
ioruia to show th at if this bill becam e a law 
it would com pel a rc-assessmeut of all the 
properties iu the State for the eoustruction of 
dam s for the hydraulic m iners under the law ol 
18.su.

Also, th at it would com pel a reassessm ent of 
the sw am p-laud taxes, declared invalid by tbe 
Su rem e court. 
Also, th a t it would com pel a reassessm ent of 
the levies m ade upon adjacent lots iu San l- rau- 
ci»co, OaKlaud, Sau Jose, Los Angeles and other 
cities lo pay street contractors for coutracts. 
w here the taxes had been declared invalid by 
th e Courts, because the contractors had D o t com ­ 
plied w ith th eir contracts, and such cases as the 
Montgomery avenue bond eas»s.

these c»:ses in the United States Suprem e Cjttrt. 
T hat, in his opinion, the decisions of Jud-res 
Field and Sawyer were wrong. 
Controller Dunn addressed t lie com m ittees .u.ul 
stated that about two and a h alf uitliiou dollars 
ha-1 beeu assessed to railroads since 1»7J that 
h ad not been paid: that he thought Mr. Iiav- 
m n id s statem ent that th e C entral and South­ 
ern Pacific R ailroad Companies had p rid SS.tuO,- 
C-Ovj ot taxes since 1879 was an over-estim ate, but 
could not tell certainly, because he oid not 
know w hat am ounts they had paid to the sev­ 
eral couutics. 
T he United States Suprem e Court hstl der ided 
th a t the sta te could not assess th e franchises of 
these two railroad companies. 
Upou being questioned, he said he could not 
tell w hether the am ounts paid by the railroad 
com panies in taxes since the new C onstitution 
was adopted, would pay all th eir taxes if ihe 
m ortgages on ih eir property had been deducted 
from their assessments, as is done iu the case of 
other tax payers. 
He stated th at the reeo ds in the Circuit 
Court had beeu fai»ified, and he had discovered 
it, an d h ad one correction m ade. T hat as Mr. 
li&ymoiid had asked a tuli investigation of the 
m ailer in his letter to the com m ittee, lie him ­ 
self hopeti teat lite investigation would be 
m ade by the Legislature. 
That as to the offer of settlem ent of th e tax 
cases referred to iu Mr. H aym ond’s letter, he 
did not consider that tiim se f or any other State 
officer had authority to com prom ise for taxes. 
Tnere was a large num ber of people in atten d ­ 
ance during th e discussions. 
The com m ittees sat and listened attentively 
until nearly m idnight, w heu it adjourned sine 
die, the bilis under consideration goiug back to 
the respective com m ittees of the two houses. 
T he argum ents were ali of a h ig h character. 
There were no criticism s upon the actions or 
m o tiieso f individuals, and each of the dis­ 
putants said eoinplim eutarv thiugs of his op 
poueuts.

DIVORCE LAWS. 
One of the most im portant m easures which 
w ill be passed by the Legislature at this session 
is the sub titutc lor S. li. !U5. w hich passed the 
Senate yesterday. It is intended to put au . nd 
to the disgraceful divorce proceedings under 
th e present law , and reads as follow s: 
Section 1 Section 13o of the Civil Code is 
hereby am ended so as to read as follows: Sec­ 
tion 130. No divorce can be granted on the de­ 
fault of the defendant, or upou the uncorrobor­ 
ated statem ent, adm ission or testim ony ot the 
parties. The trial of all actions for divorce 
must be in the Court-room of the Court in which 
the action is pending. 
Section 2. A new section is herebv ad-led to 
tl.e Civil Code, to be know n as Section 131, and 
w hich shall read as follow s: Section 131. Iu 
every action for divorce, in addition to service 
ol the sum m ons ujion the detendant as required 
by law , a copy of the sum m ons aud o f the com­ 
plaint in said ac-.ion m ust be im m ediately, after 
tl.e issuance of sum m ons, served iq-on the Dis­ 
trict Attorney of the county in w hit h the action 
is instituted, in the m anner and in accordance 
w ith th e provisions of Section 1011 of th e r ode 
of Civil Procedure, w ho m ust be and appear 
personally, or by deputy, at th e triat of said 
action : which said trial shall not proceed urili! 
ten days after the service ol sum m ons and com ­ 
plaint oil the District Attorney as aforesaid, and 
it shall be the duty of said District Attorney to 
exam ine and cro s-exam ine witnesse s, address 
the Court upon any m atter c -nn.cled w ith the 
case, to prevent fraud or collusion iu surli 
action, and to control the proceedings ou the 
part of the defendant unless the Court other­ 
wise directs. Copies of ail papers filed iu the 
case, and w ritten not ce of all motions, and of 
the tim e and place of hearing the sam e, and of 
the trial of said action, n.ust a Iso he served upou 
the D istrict Attorney. 
For such service the 
C-ourt shall allow to the D istrict Attorney, for 
his ow n use Ritd benefit, such com pe. satirm as 
th e Court, under all the circum stances, shall 
deem just; which com pe” sat ion shall Repaid 
by cith er or both the parties to the action, as 
the Court m ay determ ine. 
No decree or judg­ 
m ent shall be entered in sai.1 action u n til the 
com pensation so allowed shall be paid. 


A KAY O F H O P E . 


F a v o ra b le liep o rt Aiade to tb e S en a te on 
W om an Suffrage, 


W a s h in g t o n , February 7th.—The jo in t reso­ 
lution proposing au am endm eut to the Consti­ 
tution declaring that the right to vote shall not 
be abridged by the United States or any State, 
on account of sex, was favorably reported to-day 
by Senator Blair, from the select Committee on 
W oman Suffrage. The report recom m ending 
the adoption of tbe resolution, after reviewing 
the history of the wom an suffrage m ovem ent 
aud m aking some com m ents n|K)n the denial of 
th e right oi suffiage to women as an injustice 
equal to that of negro slavery, concludes as fol­ 
lows: 
* Unless this Governm ent shall be m ade and 
Í.reserved truly republican iu form by the en- 
ranchisem ent ot woman, the great reforms 
w hich her ballot would accom plish m ay n « e r 
be accom plished. The dem oralization and dis­ 
integration now proceeding in the body politic 
are uot likely soon to ire arrested. 
The cor­ 
ruption of m ale suffrage is already well uigh a 
fatal disease. A republican Í rm of govern­

Bion of their money. The town is full of 
criminals, and no person is safe who ven­ 
tures upon the street at night, and those 
■who stay at home are not completely pro­ 
tected unless iheir doors are securely locked 
aud bolted. No one should be surprised at 
hearing of c:ime on every hand wüen it is 
a well-known fact that the police have 
winked at gambling, and scores of impe­ 
cunious tramps and tin-horn gamblers and 
desperadoes are allowed to remain in town. 
Men can be seen walking the streets and 
hanging about the I.egislaiure who have in 
the past few months been up for garroting 
and who would not work if they could. If 
those individuals were asked to leave the 
town or be lot ted up, tbe city would be rid 
of their presence. 
The Uiieves evidently believe they have 
the best of the police' force for they no 
longer coniine their depredations to" the 
night time, b it rob people with impunity 
in broad dayligbt iu the public streets, in 
the very heart of the city. At 5:30 a. m . 
yesterday as Benjamin Johnson, who is 
engaged in business at Tenth aud K streets, 
was going to his work he saw two men 
standing near the corner of Tenth and L. 
W hen he came up to them one stepped a 
little to one side to let Mr. Johnson pass 
between them, a courtesy which he politely 
acknowledged by saying "Good morn­ 
ing, gentlemen.’’ 
He had no more than 
made hie morning salutation than one of 
the men seized him from the rear, put his 
arm around Johnson's seek and gave him 
the ‘‘garroter a throttle,” ' which shut oil 
his wind completely, and kept him from 
calling for help. The other individual 
kicked Johnson a couple of times iu the 
Btomach, and while his partner held him 
firmly toie tbeiatter's pantaloons dowu to 
bis knees, ripped out the pockets and took 
his watch, and then ran up L toward 
Eleventh. Tue thief who hail been chok­ 
ing Johnson gave him one parting grip 
and also fled. He gathered his pantaloons 
up as best he could and returned to his 
home, a half a block distant, for repairs. He 
found he was out $2 50 in money, a nickel 
watch, a tine gold chain and a bunch of 
keys. The keys were afterwards found a 
bb>ck or so away where the thieves had 
thrown them a way,together with the pockets 
they had ripm^l from his clothing. Mr.

A E u ro p ean ’s View. 
Arthur J. L'spel cf Paris, acd who has 
also a rtsidecce in London, aud is a 
brother of Monsignor F. J. Capel of this 
county, was :u ihe city yesterday and left 
last night for London. Mr. Capel came to 
the State in December and since then has 
visited all ils chief sections. He is de­ 
cidedly impressed with Cential and Upper 
California adv .:,ta.:-s. and he proposes to 
return in possibly a few months, and cer­ 
tainly by next year, to locate a colony of 
well to-do Eu: ,_t>ean8 with means sufficient 
to make them successful in new homes 
without beginning anew. In conversation 
with a Rbcoed Union representative, who 
found Mr. Capel to be a well educated and 
traveled man uf busines capacity and keen 
observation, he said that what most im­ 
pressed him was the amazing latent wealth 
of Caluornia, the richness and the capacity 
of the soil, and the immensity of our ter­ 
ritory. He id led : “ Though 1 am able to 
say i am a man of pretty broad informa­ 
tion I was ignorant of California. I had 
no idea of it as I know it now.” 
11 Are your people at home in the same 
condiiion as to knowledge of California?” 
“ Yes. We do not know much of your 
State; certainly very little of your resources 
and the Pacific country generally.” He 
then went on to remark upon the good 
that could be tiT- cied for California if the 
people of Europe could be, through their 
press or by niear.s of other reliable litera­ 
ture, informed concerning tbis State. In­ 
formation of California disseminated in 
Europe, he thought, would surely re­ 
dound to our benefit. Tbe most difficult 
thing he tbonght to secure would be a 
drift of European tourist travel to Califor­ 
nia, becau-e :be distance between the A t­ 
lantic and Pacific, and the trancontiuental 
ride is a check upon the disposition of the 
tourist to come this way to spend his coin.

PLACERYILLE. 


Lively T im es A n ticip ated T h ere In th e 
N ear F u tu re —A G rand J u b ile e . 
A gentlemen who came down from El 
Dorado county yesterday says the outlook 
for that section was never so bright as at 
present. It is a well-known fact that the 
mother lode, which is so rich at Plymouth, 
Sutter Creek, Jackson and Grass Valley, 
passes through El Dorado county in the 
immediate vicinity of Placerville, and the 
mines so far as prospected yielded reason­ 
ably well. The El Dorado \Vater and Deep 
Gravel 
Mining 
Company some 
years 
ago bought up all the available canals and 
mining property they could in that section. 
Hundreds of miles of ditches, scores of 
gravel deposits and dozens of quartz mines, 
many of both the latter having been pav­ 
ing handsome dividends since the early 
50’s. The property was incorporated in 
England by a company which issued bonds 
for supplying all the luoDey. The amount 
of the bonds was exhausted before tbe 
property could be developed, and no more 
bonds could be placed. The bondholders 
and stockholders were largely interested in 
hydraulic mining, which was completely 
stopped by injunction, and the opinion 
among them became current that there was 
no guarantee against injunctions in any 
case of mining. The bondholders would 
advance no moie money on bonds which 
paid no interest, and 
were apparently 
wholly insecure. 
The result was that all their mines were 
stopped aud some 500 men thrown out of 
employment. Thtse mines have been ly­ 
ing idle for years, but now all are to he 
started up again and many more developed. 
A new English company, with millions of 
capital, has taken hold of this corporation, 
and word has been given to advance ail 
along the line. Professor Thomas Price is 
at the head of the new company. He is 
personally conversant with every mine 
they own and realizes their great value. 
On Wednesday, at a given signal three 
mills within the city limits blew their 
whistles, something they had not done be­ 
fore for years, and the locomotive whistle 
at the depot joined in the jubilee. Alreadv 
a number of foremen for different mines 
have been selected, and more men will soon 
be at work on that divide than at any time 
in the past twenty vears. 
Last week the new company bought the 
Parlow quartz mine on Big’ canyon for 
$11,000 cash, and the Keegan mine within 
the city limits for $5,000 cash. 
A dispatch from our local correspondent 
at Placerville last evening says: 
“The event of the day for Placerville is 
the re-opening of the Pacific mine, which 
has been closed down for nearly ten years. 
They resumed work to-day añiid general 
rejoicing. The incoming train from Sacra­ 
mento came curveting around the hills with 
open valves, producing unusual sound, 
when the refrain was taken up in every 
part of the city by the ringing of bells, 
blowing of whistles,firing of cannons, mak­ 
ing a din and creating a commotion that 
could only be justified on an event of some 
great public good. Professor Price, Presi­ 
dent of the new company, is on the ground, 
busy with his lieutenant' distributing men 
and material along tbe line of mines for 
three miles, and will vigorously prosecute 
the work, giving employment to hrfndreds 
of men, which assures to Placerville per­ 
manent and lasting prosperity.”

C om m ittee on A g ric u ltu re. 
E ds. R ecord U n ios : 
Will you kindly 
grant me space in your columus to say a 
few words regarding the action of the As­ 
sembly Committee on Agriculture in re­ 
porting back Assembly Bill 368—“ An Act 
to encourage the destruction of certain wild 
animals, and to authorize and provide for 
the payment of a bounty by tbe State to 
any person who shall kill or destroy the 
same ’’—with a recommendation that it do 
not pass ? I am profoundly impressed by 
the erudition and strong sense of equity 
and justice that must have animated the 
breasts of a majority of that committee. 
The residents of the mountain countiei, a3 
well as some of the agricultural counties, 
are great sufferers from the depredations of 
coyotes and other animals of like nature, 
but especially are tbeir depredations felt by 
the rancher of moderate means in the 
mouutain counties. They destroy thou­ 
sands of pigs, lambs, kids, etc , every year, 
and have even been known to kill young 
calves, to say nothing of the immense 
amount of poultry they destroy. This not 
only works a great pecuniary loss upon 
the poor rancher, but deprives the Treas­ 
uries of those counties of hundreds of dol­ 
lars in taxes every year. Had they some 
protection against these animals the taxa­ 
ble property would be increased many 
thousands of dollars. 
While it is true that some of the more 
wealthy counties pay a bounty of $15 for 
coyote scalps, it is also a lamentable fact 
that the poorer mountain counties cannot 
afford to do this, and inasmuch as the gold 
taken from those mountains has contrib­ 
uted very materially to the wealth of Cali­ 
fornia, aud has made her one of the fore­ 
most as well as the brightest star in the 
galaxy of States, they do not feel that they 
are asking too much of the State in calliDg 
upon her for aid iu tbeir time of need. 
But the great and shining lights (?) com­ 
posing a majority of that committee re­ 
port the bill unfavorably. And why ? Be­ 
cause, forsooth, the county of Tulare wants 
coyotes to eat up her jack-rabbits. Well, it 
is hoped that the. mountaiu counties will 
send her a tew thousand, with the recom­ 
mendation that they not only eat her rab­ 
bits, but her legislator as well, though I 
fear the latter will prove a very tough mor­ 
sel for even the stomach of a coyote to 
digpst. 
As I said before, I am profoundly im­ 
pressed with tbe depth and liberality of 
those great, broad-gauge minds that, in 
their mad zeal to serve the interests of one 
little insignificant corner of this great State, 
lose sight entirely of the tact that the end 
to be attained should be that which will 
brmg “tbe greatest good to the greatest 
number." 
Should this measure fail to become a law 
by reason of the unfavorable action of the 
committee to whose hands it was com­ 
mitted. the people of the mouutain coun­ 
ties will, without doubt, and irrespective of 
party, hold a grand mass meeting and vote 
a leather medal to the members of that 
committee who so grandly misrepresented 
the intelligent people of this great State. 
Hoping that tnere trill be found in this 
Legislature enough honest, fair-minded 
men to pass this Act, notwithstanding 
Tulare county’s opposition, and with many 
thanks for numerous editorial courtesies, 
and with profound respect (?) for the Com­ 
mittee on Agriculture, 1 subscribe myself

Senator Stew art presented a m em orial from 
th e N evada Legislature for (he paym ent o ’ 
the qtoims ol Citizens of th at State for losses 
c a n te a by In d ian depredations. 
L av es reto rted from the Indian Affairs ( om 
m ittee a b ill to ratify the Creek Indiao treaty, 
an d asked i'e teeonim iltal. 
Blair, from the W om an’s Suffrage Committee, 
reported a joint resolution e xtendi ,;g suffrage in 
th e United States to women. 
Cockrell gave notice of a m inor.tv icjKirt 
ag ain st the resolution. 
c n motion of Coekrell, a substitute for the 
House hill was passed to rem ove the charge of 
desertion in certain cases from soldiers in the 
regular aud volunteer service in the M exican 
w ar and the w ar ol the rebellion. IThis Act re 
lieves those who left one com m and aud joined 
an o th er w ithin a period of lour m onths, aud 
tin. 
who left the arm y aud joined the naval 
o r m arine forces, and places them, or tlieit heirs 
on th e saíne footing as honorably discharged 
soldiers, except not to be en titled to pay while 
ab sen t from active duty.] 
A conference w ith the House was ordered on 
th e bill. 
Ou motion of Jones of Nevada, a resolution

C handler introduced a bill to transfer the

Ou m otion of Sherm an, a resolution was 
passed, appointing three Senators as a com m it­ 
tee to arrauge lor the inauguration certm ouies. 
C handler's íes lution for an investigation of 
th e paym ent of longevity claim s and claim s ol' 
officers on receiving and storage ships, etc., was 
discussed u ulil th e ex p iratio n of the m orning 
hour, w hen th e legis alive appropriation bill 
w as taken up and debate resum ed c-u the Civil 
Service Commission clauses. 
After a long discu-’siou ou th e civil seivicc 
system , the Senate adjourned.
